Truman has definitely decided to 
buck widespread opposition and 
nominate a U S ambassador to 
the Vatican But he has withdrawn 
the name of Gen. Mark W. Clark 
for the post. 


A terse 45-word White House an- 


nouncement last night said Clark's 
name was being withdrawn at the 
general'i request, and added 


"The President plans to submit 


another nomlnatloon at a later 
tlmt " 


Sources close to the Whit* House 


emphasized that Truman'i grant- 
ing of Clark's request not to In- 
volve him In the controversy was 
not a first step in a move to drop 
the whole idea. 


But they said they did not know 


who Truman might have in mind 
for nomination as the first full- 
fledged U S ambassador ever sent 
to the Vatican, seat of the Catholic 
church In Rome. 


They said they weren't sure that 


Truman himself knew at this time 
In any event it is not likely to be 
another military man because of 
the extra complication of requiring 
special legislation to enable him 
to retain his military status while 
serving In a diplomatic post.

Airliner dived out of heavy fog 
and crashed today into the East 
River in the middle of New York 
City. The airline said all 36 aboard 
were saved, but rescue workers 
said they could account for only 34. 
The two-engined Convair plane, 
flying near-blind and trying to 
make a radio landing at La Guar- 
dia Field, hit the river just north­ 
west of the field near the juncture 
of three metropolitan boroughs. 
The plane sank swiftly in the 
rapid current. 
The Port of New York Authority 
said it counted only 34 saved. 
A swarm of police, Coast Guard 
and private vessels worked to haul 
out s u r v i v o r s and take them 
ashore. 
The airline said it was advised 
by the plane’s pilot, 
Capt.

Marsh, that he was the last to 
leave the plane and none was left 
behind.

The plane, apparently trying to 
make an instrument landing in 
murky weather, plunged into the 
river as it headed for runway 26 at 
the field.

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Have Democrats Changed? 
President T rum ans press-conference refer­ 
ence to Winfield Scott as an example of what 
Gen. Eisenhower could expect if he ran for the 
presidency sounded like another of his capsule 
history lessons. But Mr. Truman should have 
expanded on this one. It might be construed as a 
threat. 
It is unlikely that wnat happened to this ablest 
of generals between the Revolution and the 
Civil War could happen again. He was the vic­ 
tim of dirty politics inside the Whig party when 
he was seeking a presidential nomination, and 
the target of a campaign of fantastic abuse by 
the Democrats when he finally was given the 
nomination. Surely Mr. Truman is not hinting 
that the same thing could happen today. 
The modern counterpart of Winfield Scott is 
Douglas MacArthur, another professional mili­ 
tary’ man with a great talent for pacification. 
MacArthur, like Scott, also has characteristics 
which do not endear him to even his warmest 
admirers. Rut even his critics concede that Mac­ 
Arthur is a man of unusual ability, which was 
more than Scott s critics did in the first half of 
the 19th Century, while he w a | compiling the 
record which made him the Whigs’ natural nom­ 
inee for the presidency in 1852 
It is unthinkable today thai MacArthur would 
be combed over the way the Democrats abused 
Scott in that campaign—and equally unthinkable 
that Eisenhower w’ould be made a target for 
their abuse. 
Or is it* Perhaps Mr. Truman, having shown 
what he is capable of doing in the case of Mac­ 
Arthur. was giving fair warning that the Demo­ 
crat* could turn against Eisenhower, too. 


Sugar Draws Flies 
Skeptics wTho have been croaking about too 
much temptation ever since the New Deal ad­ 
ded the third dimension (billions* to govern­ 
ment by riphers are feeling vindicated. 
For a more penetrating explanation of what 
happened in Washington, they will profit from an

He points out that the national 
capital has supplanted Wall Street as the mother 
lode of the national money supply without know­ 
ing how' to handle this new responsibility. 
Consequently, Washington has been victimized 
by the sharpies who know a good thing when 
thpv coe it. Sugar draws flies. Money draws 
sharpies A. J. P. Morgan, presiding over tne 
distribution of private capital, had to know how­ 
to deal with these people in order to survive. But 
the only penalty for error in Washington is a slap 
on the wrist, followed by a transfer to another 
department So much for error. When govern­ 
ment by friendship is added to government by 
error, the price begins to soar. 


Lynching Statistics 
The first wave of comment on the Tuskegee 
Institute report of only one lynching in 1951 
hadn t subsided before the second death from 
the bombing of the Harry T Moore ho n e in San­ 
ford. F it., wa* reported. Tho Moores, husband 
and wife. were active in the National Association 
for Advancement of Colored People. He was 
killed outright; his wife died later. Both were 
colored. 
Their deaths will not be reported as lynch 
deaths, though the same state of mind was in­ 
volved 
To that extent, therefore, the statis­ 
tics on lynching are questionable. There is no 
w ay to measure this flaw in society, 
No statistic can tell how many persons die in 
northern cities from the same savagery.- and bit­ 
terness which would be likely to lead to lynch­ 
ing rn the Deep South. No statistic can suggest 
the lack of difference between direct and fatal 
violence, and indirect violence which may be fa­ 
tal. though not classified as lynching. 
Perhaps the Tuskegee Institute report should 
m ake it clear that during 1951 only ore potential 
lynching became an actual lynching at the ex­ 
pense of a colored person in the United States. 
Unfortunately, there is no way to m easure tne 
decline in potential lynchings, though that h:4S 
becom e the m ost significant hing in race rela- 
a in recent years.

A very beautiful woman I know,

friends

startling question which can only 
enter the mind of one not corrupt- 
I ed by too much learning. 
It is 
sheer good sense. 
This time. a group of us were 
bemoaning the state of the world 
in a jam session on all matters 
from how to save mankind to the 
characteristics of Harry Truman 
and the mink. when this sweet child 
threw this into the session: 
“ What would happen if we could 
go back to 1914?" 
That stopped us. 
“ What do you mean, go back?” 
I said petulantly. 
Her point was that the world was 
fairly confortable until we all went 
to war in 1914. So what would we 
j be like if that had not happened** 


I THINK the jam session ended 
with that one. Nobody dared face 


I it. Yet, I could not keep that ques­ 
tion out of my head for several 
days. 
There had been no general war 
from 1815 to 1914. During that cen­ 
tury, the material progress of the 
world had made greater strides 
than in an y similar period in the 
whole of human history. It was the 
! century of the application of steam, 
electricity, electronics. It was the 
era of the development of the elec­ 
tric light, 
the 
sewing 
machine, 
farm machinery, mass production 
in industry, tho typewriter. 
It was the time for the freeing of 
women from economic and political 
discrimination. Representative gov­ 
ernment appeared in an increasing 
number 
of countries. 
Education 
gradually ceased to be a monopoly 
of the rich; s l a v e r y was abolished 
in all forms in 
all 
countries 
in 
Europe and the Americas. New 
means of communications short­ 
ened time and space. 
Spiritual values appeared in the 
law. Such bodies as The Hague 
Tribunal and the International Red 
Cross came into existence. A vast 
volume 
of internationl 
law 
was 
written. 
Religious 
freedom 
was 
acknowledged, and public outrage 
expressed itself in countless forms 
against injustice anywhere. 


THEN CAME World War I. a 
wholly meaningless and unwarrant­ 
ed war. Originating as a conflict 
between two processing 
nations. 
Great Britain and G e r m a n y , over 
markets, it ended in the Bolshevik 
Revolution in Russia, the rise of 
fascism and nazism in Italy and 
Germany, 
the 
beginning of the 
break-up of the British Empire, and 


the emergence of the United States 
as the almoner of the world. 
For the United States, it meant ; 
the increase of the size and func­ 
tion of government, the assumption 
of huge governmental costs, and 
the adoption of the income tax. , 
which reversed the economic and 
social character of this nation. 
From 1914 to 1952. the United j 
State moved from a free economy i 
to a mixed economy; from the in­ 
dividual operating according to his ‘ 
will and judgment and at his risk 
to a government-regulated and at 
times controlled economy. This in­ 
volved not only widespread use of j 
subsidies, 
making 
an 
increasing 1 
number of Americans dependent 
upon government, but it perforce 
leveled downward elements in the j 
population to a general proletariat. I 
Because of economic dislocations , 
arising out of war — often called 
depressions — states and municipal- | 
ites became more and more de­ 
pendent upon the federal govern­ 
ment. which, having the advantage 
of the income and excise taxes, ; 
was able to tap larger reservoirs 
of the people s earnings. To these j 
were added the various payroll j 
taxes, which were sugar-coated by 
what generally has been called so­ 
cial security. 


IN FACT, the economic and so­ 
cial system of the United States 
entered upon a form of Fabian so­ 
cialism. 
somewhat 
inchoate 
be­ 
cause of the confusing admixtures 
of Marxism 
and Keynesian eco­ 
nomics. 
Politically, it tended to a cen­ 
tralized national system, with in­ 
creased powers for officials and a 
constant war as a means toward 
maintaining a ruling group in pow­ 
er. Congress struggled against the 
psychological use 
of war 
as 
a 
weapon of control of our own peo­ 
ple, and the Supreme Court wa* 
debased by unfit appointments. 
Against this stood the inherent 
love of Americans for freedom; 
their strong insistence upon attend­ 
ing to their own affairs and resist- 
i n g 
governmental 
interference; 
their continued belief in Congress 
as the center of our governmental 
system; their enormous capacity 
for production in the face of ad­ 
verse circumstances. 
What would have happened to us. 
and to the rest of the world. if 1914 
had not diverted us from a steady 
course of progress? 
Who can really answer that ques­ 
tion. but I am glad that it was , 
asked. Perhaps if we stand on that 
point, our perspective as to our 
purpose* and 
remedies 
may 
be 
more correct.

Frank Costello’s Throat 
Though there seems to be no present danger 
of a miscarriage of justice in the quibble over 
Frank Costello's sore throat, the trial of the 
notorious gambler on a eontempt-of-congross 
charge must not miss the point. 
There are many millions of Americans wait­ 
ing to be assured that more than the excuse of 
a sore throat was necessary to justify Costello s 
walkout on the hearings of the Senate c rime 
committee last Spring. Granted that the witness

sequences. 
Jokesters and political belittlers have done 
their best to take the steam out of what hap­ 
pened in this country when millions of people 
realized for the first time that underworld char­ 
acters like Costello bad more influence with the 
Democratic party than most of the party's nom­ 
inal officials. The issue was whether or not a 
man wnth this much influence could be touched 
tty the law.

All this and the holocaust in Ko­ 
rea were involved in that phone 
conversation. For that call was put 
through to Phil Murray, a weary 
labor leader at the crisis-moment 
in what will be known as the steel 
war of the Winter of 1951-52. 
It has been reported by an eru­ 
dite gentleman and mediation ex­ 
pert named Merlvn Pitzele t h a t 
Mr. Truman promised, in effect. 
that the CIO Steelworkers wouid 
get what they wanted if they didn't 
strike. 
Furthermore. Pitzele. who is of 
considerable repute in national la- . 
bor circles, quotes both Mr. Tru­ 
man and the CIO chief. Since this 
would mean a secret pact between 
two men which gives the million 
steelworkers a pay increase “ pack­ 
age'’ of over $400,000,000, and junks 
all rules by which the rest of us 
have been paid for our daily stints 
under wartime controls—all with­ 
out so much as talking to a single 
steel company executive — there's 
been considerable teeth grinding in 
business circles. 


UNTIL TODAY, the White House 
and Philip Murray have refused to 
confirm or deny the almost verba­ 
tim report of the holiday conver­ 
sation. .Today, bv those who have 
entry to Mr. Truman's inner office, 
I am told that this report is “dis­ 
honest 
and 
without 
substance’’. 
And that all Mr. Truman asked 
Murray was to postpone the steel 
strike in the country’s interests. 
This Murray a g r e e d to do. of 
course. 
However, neither the fury of the 
White House over the telephone- 
leak. nor the denial today by one 
of Mr. Truman s colleagues, has 
convinced the angered industrial­ 
ists that such a pact actually was 
not made. Many of them feel they 
might as well 
save 
their 
hotel 
room tabs and leave Washington 
instead of presenting their case to 
the special six-man panel. This is 
unfortunate, for the panel consist* 
of a most honest group of men, j 
Tully aware that they are about to 
set the new wage standards for the 
nation. 
Now' if you watch closely, you’ll 
see how labor crises are b o r n j 
M urray’s men. who tend the fiery J 
furnaces which spew out the wea­ 
pons that make w ar hell for the 
enemy, deserve a raise. There is 
no doubt that the special panel I 


will come within a penny or so an 
hour of what Phil Murray expects 
for his million followers—about $8 
a week (or a package of 20 cents 
an hour). The CIO will take it. 
There will also be other benefits, 
such as a union shop for the en­ 
tire steel industry, which it doesn’t 
have now. 


SINCE 
ALL

will 
cost 
about $400,000,000 a year more, the 
steel companies, of course, will de­ 
mand immediate price increaser. 
Some of them will be granted. But 
—how 
much? 
That’* 
the 
crisis 
question. The steel industry al­ 
ready has an agreement from the 
Office of Price Stabilization for a 
$3.50-a-ton price hike. This is to 
cover increased costs under the 
law—up to the current wage nego­ 
tiations with M urray’s union. 
The industry also will want $4 
or $5 a ton over the $3.50 which 
it already has in the bag. Actually 
at this moment, it can be reported 
that the White House is opposed to 
any further price increases. Here s 
where the steel industry may get 
stubborn and use the alleged tele­ 
phone call quotes as its evidence 
that Mr. Truman favored steel la­ 
bor over steel business.

Wood Makes 


I Good Gutters 
J 
* 
Useful If Metal Ones 
Rust During Winter 


Every Winter sees the finish of 
metal gutters and down-spouts all 
over the country. Much of the 
damage done to these 
essential 
items of house equipment is caused 


I by the fact that the/ were rot 
.properly installed in die first place. 
With the scarcity of metals al­ 
ready being felt in the building 
material markets, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult lo 
replace 
broken or rusted-out gutters, but 
an excellent substitute is fcu*<d in 
wood gutters. As a metter of fact, 
many experienced builders prefer 
the wood variety to tne metal. 
To make a wood gutter requires 
a minimum of skill in carpentry. 
Three lengths of 1x6 stock are ar­ 
ranged in an open trough shape. 
It should be remembered that the 


I bottom piece is set in between the 
side pieces, as this makes the as­ 
sembly stronger and more water­ 
tight. 
Before the pieces are nailed to­ 
gether, the parts of the 
gutter 
which will be butted against other 
surfaces should receive a heavy 
coat of paint. The nails used shoui i 
be large, flathead, galvanized nails. 
To

wroughtiron angles are screwed to 
the board directly beneath the 
eaves of the roof. the gutter set on 
the angles, and screws set up into 
the bottom of the gutter.

Accomplishments O f 
’51 Reviewed On Eve 
Of Membership Drive 


The C h a m b e r of Commerce 
pointed today to the freeing of the 
East Liverpool-Chester Bridge as 
its biggest single accomplishment 
in 1951. 
When tolls came off the heavilj’- 
used span across the Ohio June 15, 
it marked the end of a three-month 
campaign. 
The Chamber reviewed its work 
last year and reiterated its 12-point 
1952 program on the eve of a whirl­ 
wind campaign to recruit new 
members Tuesday. Fifty workers 
on IO teams received final instruc­ 
tions at a luncheon meeting today 
at the Travelers Hotel. 
I 'The battle of the bridge began 
late in March, when the Chamber 
learned that a bill was introduced 
I on behalf of the State Bridge Com- 
, mission that would have permitted 
the commission to continue tolls on 
the span indefinitely. 
The proposed law also would 
have allowed the commission to is­ 
sue bonds and collect tolls on any 
bridge previously freed or bought 
subsequently for repairs or im­ 
provements of “approach facilities 
or highways.” 
Charging that the law was a 
move to “perpetuate the Bridge 
C o rn rn i s s ion indefinitely’,” the 
Chamber sent committees to Co­ 
lumbus to appear before hearings 
on the bill. After the bill finally 
was killed, the Chamber started 
another campaign to drop tolls on 
the local span because the debt 
against it had been paid. 
That argument went across, too, 
and then came the ceremony that 
marked the end of tolls. 
The Chamber pointed out that it 
also battled another proposed state 
law that would have consolidated 
health districts by counties, ending 
“home rule” on health questions in 
cities that operate their own Health 
Boards. That bill also was defeat­ 
ed. 
In another major project, the 
Chamber’s military affairs com­ 
mittee went to bat for men in the 
137th Heavy Tank Battalion, East 
Liverpool’s National Guard unit, 
who were called to active duty for 
two weeks’ summer training. Four­ 
teen employers were persuaded to 
make wage adjustments to supple­ 
ment G. I. pay.

The 1952 program of work was 
laid down on the basis of answers 
to questionnaires sent about 5(X) 
community leaders late in 1951. 
^They were asked to list the proj­ 
ects they thought East Liverpool 
needs most.
